A great dght occurred on one of the Eastern liners 
lying at the Great Float, the combatants being some 
sixty odd Indian coolies, and the matter in dispute 
the ship’s water supply. 

The fight started on a Sunday between Chandra Sen, 
a sailor, and Moulvie Hassan, a fireman. h 
man was joined by his comrades, and the battle soon 
became general. As the few policemen present would 
have been courting ugly danger had they interfered, 
they were wise enough to follow the example of the 
one or two white men aboard the steamer, and remain 
for a time little more than spectators. 

The combat lasted about twenty minutes, to the 
accompaniment of unearthly yells, and some of the 
weapons used were of the most murderous description. 
One man worked havoc with a scaling hammer. Others 
laid about them with iron bars. 

A sailor felled with a brick the firemen’s sarang, or 
head man; and as to the rest of the combatants, they 
w one another with bamboo poles for all they 
were worth. Many serious injuries were inflicted, but, 
by some sort of miracle, no one was killed outright; 

the police, again exercising their discretion, made 
no arrests, wisely judging that it was a case of “six 
of one and half a dozen of the other.”

There is there a gigantic vat which will hold, when 
full, 80,000 gallons of vinegar. This had been emptied 
and a boy went down next morning to clean it. 
ran down the ladder into the apparently empty vat 
when suddenly he threw up his hands, collapsed, and 
fell to the bottom. The gases had choked him. 

A fellow worker hurried to rescue him. He tco was 
drowned in full sight of the spectators. A man, 
named Francis, was let down by a rope. He was uncon- 
scious when pulled back, and remained so for two 
hours. “It was uncanny,” said one of the workmen 
afterwards, “to see men drowning in an empty tank.” 
In this case, it was necessary to obtain the help 
of the fire brigade, who were obliged to have recourse 
to a diving apparatus to recover the bodies.
